But our 
voleanoes have been extinct for ages 
The last British volcanic fire died 
down long before man made his ap 
pearance on the earth, though great 
numbers of other creatures must hav: 
lost their lives during the eruptions 
which occurre_, 

Geologis's have discovered traces of 
the action of these cld volcanoes in 


many parts of both Brita’ and Ire 
land, 
Those who 1as visited the Lake Dis- 


trict have probibly walked over beds 
of lava, which were poured out of the 
bowels of the earth during what has 
been termed the age of fire. The 
eastern shore of Lake Dedwentwater. 
for example, is lined with hills which} 
are compored of sheets of lava and 
ashes. No fewer than twelve distinct 
beds of lava have been noted there, 
pilea up to an altitud. of 1,500 feet 
above the sea level 

Ine of these hills, named Castle! 
Head, is the ctump of the volcano, 
whence came the huge mass of moltea 
rock which formed the neighboring 
heights. Wastwater, again, the deep- 
est lake in Cumberland, and Thirl- 
mere, the source of Manchester's wat- 
er supply, are entirely surrounded by 
the volcanic rocks of which Scawfell, 
FE !vellyn, and other Luge snountains | 
are composed. 

Wales was the scene of numerous 
eruptions. Voleanic rocks are found 
over a gre.t part of North Wales, es 
pecially in the Snowden district, where 
lavay and ashes build up a_ great 
mountain evroup. Mynydd Mawr 
(great mountain) three miles west of 
Snowden, has been proved to be the 
remains of one of these vol_anoes. 

In Scotland, at a soinewhat later 
period, a line of volcanic cones belch- 
ing forth liqvid rock stretched right 
across the country. One of the best 
known of these is Arthur's Seat. 

These facts led our ancestors to the 
conclusion that a causeway had been 
constructed by giants for the purpose) 
of connecting Irelan’ with Scotland 
It is knowr, however, that hese col- 
umns, which have four, five, six or 
even more, sides, result from the cool- 
ing of hot lava.

DRIVES ONTARIO BUTTER = © 


OUT OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 


New Zealand Sells Cheaper in Vane 
couver Than Ontario Does in To- 
ronto----Interesting Comment 
of Irade Representative 


The Toronto Globe and other ad- 
vocates of reciprocity are betng strip- 
ped of their former arguments by the 
trem@ of trade in a number of articles 
which were included in the proposed 
In its issue 


of January 15, the Globe displays the 
fact that New Zealand butter is sell- 
fng cheaper in British Columbia than 
Ontario butter is selling in Toronto, 
and this with a duty on the New Zea- 
land article. Those who opposed reci- 
procity can well afford to say “We 
told you so.” With no duty on butter 
the imports would be greater than 
ever, and would find thelr way to the 
prairie provinces and eastern Canada 
ws displacing the honfe product. 
ere is The Globe’s report: 

“The best New Zealand creamery 
putter Is selling in Vancouver, British 
Columbia, at from 34 to 36 cents per 
pound. 

“The best Ontario creamery butter 
1s selling In Toronto at from 35 to 40 
oents per pound. 

“In view of the fact that this is the 


CANADA WAS THE DUMPING GROUND 


first year since Confederation In which 
practically no exports of Canadian 
butter have been made to Great Brit- 
ain, and that Canada, once one of the 
principal sources of Britain's supplies, 
was compelied last year to go to the 
other end of the earth for supplies 
to feed her own people, the above 
observations, made to The Globe yes- 
terday by Mr. J. Graham Gow, trade 
representative of the New Zealand 
Government, are of more than passing 
interest. 

“Not only is New Zealand butter 
selling in Vancouver at the rate of 
three pounds for a dollar, which Is 
much cheaper than Ontario butter Is 
selling in Toronto, but It is accounted 
superior to Ontario butter, as Indicat- 
ed by higher price in the English mar 
ket. 

“Before the output of New Zealand 
churns was introduced to the people 
of Britisp Columbia a year or two ago 
the sunset Province bought most of 
Its butter in Ontario. Now Ontarlo 
dairymen cannot meet the prices of 
the New Zcalanders In the British 
Columbia market, Mr. Gow sald. 

“When the New Zeaand trade com- 
missioner first went to Vancouver 
eighteen months ago the Imports of 
butter from the antipodes -amounted 
to 300,000 pounds.. During 1912 they 
reached nzarly 6,000,000 pounds.”

FOR UNITED STATES STEEL PRODUCTS 


General Manager Cantley of the Nova 
Scotia Steel Company on the De- 
mand for More Adequate 
Duties 


Just as agriculture is the basis of 
all industry so is iron and steel the 
foundation of most manufacturing en- 
terprises. This makes the following 
statement by Mr. Cantley, 
general manager of the Nova Scotia 
Bteel and Coal company of great im- 
portance to all concerned in the in- 
dustrial welfare of the country: 

“The conditions incident to the steel 


business of Canada, during the first 
three-quarters of the year were 
unique. The demand for, and con- 
sumption of steel in connection with 
the railway and engineering work of 
the country were larger than ever be- 
fore in our history. ‘The iron, steel 
and engineering trades of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and Belgium, were in 
@ high'y prosperous condition, and 
prices in those markets continued to 
advance throughout the whole of the 
year. In view of these conditions, it 
would be reasonable to suppose that 
very satisfactory prices would have 
been obtained by the Canadian steel 
producers. That such was not the 
case, was entirely due to the con- 
dition of trade in the United States, 
and the policy adopted by the Steel 
manufacturers of that country, who, 
durixg the last half of the year, made 
desperate efforts to dispose of as large 
a proportion of their produce as pos- 
sible, in Canada, quite irrespective of 
profit or even cost of production. 
Sold at a Sacrifice 

“That Canada was thus utilized as

During the later summer 
|months, there was some slackening 
| up in the mad scramble by American 
‘mills to sell, and by October Canadian 
consumers, who had previously con- 
tracted in the United States, found 
ft difficult to get deliveries of their 
material, Later, when they were will- 
ing to pay premiums of several dol- 
lars a ton, for prompt delivery, they 


weeks after the contract-delivery 
period, with the result that a large 
amount of structural work was de- 
layed, with consequent serious loss to 
the interests affected. Following these 
conditions, prices improved materially, 
and the last quarter of the year shows 
marked increases in all departments. 
Greatly Increased Demand 


“The home demand for steel rail- 
way, construction, car building, struc‘ 
tural and manufacturing purposes was 
very large, and a study of the trade 
reports shows that the consumption 
for the first half year was over thirty 
per cent. greater than for the corres- 
ponding period of 1911, while the home 
production of iron and steel was prob- 
ably in the vicinity of from fifteen 
to seventcen per cent, greater than 
that of the previous year. When the 
final tonnage-statistics for the calen- 
dar year of 1912 are compiled, they 
will probably show that whereas the 
country’s productive capacity increas- 
ed at the rate of fifteen to twenty 
per cent. Canada’s demands Increased 
at a much greater ratio. 

“In order that Canada’s iron and 
steel producing capacity should more 
neerly keep pace with the consumption 
and requirements of the country, it is 
necessary that there should be at once 
a readjustment of the Canadian metal 
tariff. How inadequate the present 
tariff conditions are to enable our 
domestic producers to meet their 
largely increased labor, assembly and 
distribution costs as compared with 
those of foreign competitors is abun- 
dantly evident from a very cursory 
examination of the question, 

On the Free List 

“Recent quotations of foundry 
brands of Scotch and English pig-iron 
are as follows: Cleveland pig-iron, 68s 
to 69s; Sommerlee, 828; Coltness, 963 
9, The present Canadian duties on 
these brands of pig-iron work out at 
less than 10 per cent., 8 per cent., and 
7 per cent. respectively on the three 
brands named. In the case of steel 
billets and other forms of semi- 
finished steel, the conditions are even 
worse, recent quotations of mild steel 
billets being £6 10s a ton. The Can- 
adian duty works out at about 9 per 
cent., while, in a few cases of the 
more highly finished rolling mill pro- 
ducts supplied by the United Kingdom, 
the Continent, and the United States, 
the greatest amount of protection 
ranges about 20 per cent. While on 
another very important item, namely, 
wire-rods, which comprise a_ very 
material proportion of the entire out- 
put of the largest steel plant in Can- 
ada, no protection whatever is af

him to deal with the matter then.” 
He also stated that Mercer was 
the trusted servant of this body of 
farmers, that they were banded to- 
gether, not with the idea of making 
profits, but to protect and help 
themselves, and the money

THE SENTENCE 

At 2.15 p.m. on Friday Hon Mr. 
Justice Walsh sentenced J. / 
Mercer to 18 moaths’ imprisonment 
in the Provincial jail at Lethbridge, 
he having pleaded guilty to the 
charge of appropriating funds of the 
local union of the United Farmers 
of Alberta. 

In giving sentence Justice Walsh 
said: 

“I fancy it was a case not of de- 
liberate wrong doing on your part, 
but, as so often happens, you took 
the money with the hope of paying 
it back, but you were not able to 
make good. 1 am taking all this 
into consideration when sentencing 
you to 18 months in the Provincial 
jail at Lethbridge. Regarding the 
clemency of the Minister of Justice, 
in the event of the re-imbursement 
of the money, that is a matter for 
him to deal with, when it arises.”

Another Reason Why Our Wheat 
Should be Milled In Can- 
adian Mills 


Men who have spent from ten to 
twenty-five years in the Orient are 
now saying that the long-awaited 
awakening of China is at last at hand. 
The change that has taken place in 
the country and people since the revo- 
lution is regarded as the greatest that 
has ever occurred in any nation dur- 
ing so brief a period. Wages are in- 
creasing, cnd if the projected foreign 
Joans go through, there will be further 
improvement in this resepct. The 
money will be used largely in the 
construction of railways, and a higher 
standard of living will follow. 

This will mean a heavy increase in 
the Chinese consumption of flour, 
much of which must be supplied by 
Western Canada. The gra'r will be 
ground in this country and the by- 
products fed to cattle here, there be 
ing comparatively little live stock in 
the Orient. It looks as if the develop- 
ment of Asiatic markets and the 
opening of the Panama Canal must 
immensely encourage agricultural and 
industrial expansion in the Western 
Canadian Provinces and furnish plenty 
of traffic for our railways, new and 
old, which link up the plains via 
the mountains with Vancouver, Prince 
Rupert and other Pacific Coast ports. 


PROTECTING JUTE 


A Canadian Industry Which Requires 
Adequate Protection 


United States manufacturers of jute 
yarns, bagging and twine fear that 
the new Democratic administration 
will reduce the protection which they 
have enjoyed. Jute is a long vegetable 
fibre, the cheapest commercial fibre 
in the world, grown exclusively in 
India. It is used to manufacture bags, 
sacks, twine, carpets, etc., the chief 
centres of the industry being Cal- 
cutta, Dundee, Dunkirk, Hamburg, 
Vienna, Turin, Brooklyn and Ludlow. 

The weaving of jute fabric has not 
yet been established as an industry in 
Canada, but jute yarn and fabrics are 
further manufactured here to such an 
extent that Canadian concerns supply 
the greater part of the home market. 
Ia the United States, the spinners and 
weavers of jute are protected by a 
tariff of 45 per cent. In Canada there 
1s practically no duty on jute yarn 
aad plain jute cloth. 

Why should not adequate protection 
be given to spinners and weavers of 
jute by Canada, so that large indus 
tries, similar to those enjoying pro- 
tection of 45 per cent. or more in the 
United States, might be established 
in this coumtry?—Industrial Canada.

New York American Explains How 
Canada Has Secured Great 
Steel Industry 


A Detroit despatch to The New 
York American reads: 

“When the heads of the United 
States Stee! Corporation learned a 
couple of years ago that the reci- 
procity agreement which the Taft 
Administration had negotiated with 
Canada had been defeated by a Tefer- 
endum vote in Canada, they came to 
Detroit and picked out a spot across 
the river in Canada, where they could 
advantageously manufacture and ship 
steel, and bought it. They have begun 
work on the construction of a second 
Gary there. A Canadian city of some 
75,000 population, and named Ojibway, 
will be built up there within three or 
four years. 

“Had the reciprocity pact been rati- 
ied that city would have been on the 
American side of the Detroit River, 
the labor would have been American, 
The supplies for this labor would 
have broadened the market of the 
American farmers who opposed reci- 
procity, 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
wanted to sell its steel in Canada and 
was prevented by the Canadian tariff, 
It wanted to buy cre and raw materials 
fin Canada and was prevented by the 
American tariff. It desired the best 
facilities for shipping to Canadian 
ports and all over the world by water. 
It had been contemplating building a 
plant on the Detroit side of the river. 

“Agents had looked over the ground 
below the city, in the vicinity of the 
big ship building plants, and had 
practically decided to buy there. The 
Detroit River forms the best harbor 
on the Great Lakes, completely shel- 
tered, yet large encugh and deep 
enough to permit the free passage

To. Operation in Selling 
Stock 


The following article, reproduced 
from the ‘Farmers Advocate,” 
should be interesting to members 
or prospective members of the 
newly-formed Strathmore Farmers 
Co-Operative Trading Coy: 

Those who are directing attention 
to remedying grievances with which 
farmers have to contend agree that 
systems of marketing the products 
grown deserve much study. W.C. 
Palmer, Agricultural College, has 
given thought to markets and 
marketing. He gives details of 
some co-operative stock shipper's 
associations, 

At Litchfield, Minn., a stock 
shipper’s association was organized 
in 1g08 Fourteen carloads of 
stock were handled by the associa- 
tion the first year. In 1910, eighty- 
one carloads of stock were shipped, 
and in 1912, one hundred and ftorty- 
six carloads. It is estimated that 
this means a saving of eight to ten 
thousand dollars a year. 

When the Farmers’ Co-operative 
Association was organized in 1908, 
there were six cattle buyers in the 
town, Now the association sells 
all the cattle and the profits goes to 
the farmers. When the farmers 
began to sell their own stock they 
came in contact with the market, 
found out the needs and demands of 
the market, which has resulted in 
the stock being improved. The 
dealers make as much in handling 
poor stock as good stock. But 
when the farmer went to the 
market he soon found that there 
was a big difference in the price of 
good and poor stock, 

Nerth Dakota alse has.a similar 
live stock association at Larimore. 
When several put stock into the 
same car, each farmer's stock is 
weighed separatley at the stock 
yards, and the price put on each lot 
is put into a statement which is re- 
turned to the owner of the stock. 
In that way each one learns exactly 
what his stock brought. 

Such an organization can be 
formed by a tew farmers in any 
community. Generally the unit of 
marketing is the carload. The 
average farmer does not have en- 
ough good stock to make it possible 
to sell a carload, but several can go 
together to fill a car. 

Why should not farmers in differ- 
ent parts of the prairie provinces 
get together and do their own ship- 
ping.

Youthful Fireraisers 


The fire described in our issue 
ot last week by which a stable and 
colt was burned at the west end of 
town has been traced to two small 
boys, both under age of six years, 
who deliberately set fire tothe straw 
in the stable. 

On Monday night another small 
boy was discovered lighting a fire 
by the side ot Mr J. Saunders build- 
ing on Second Street, and if he had 
not been discovered in time, the 
consequences would have been serf 
ious. The fire was just getting 
nicely started and beyond the con- 
trol of the child, when it was ob- 
served and extinguished. 

A special warning has been is- 
sued to the children through the 
school against lighting fires or car- 
rying matches, and it is hoped that 
the parents will also strongly im- 
press the danger on their children, 
and also see that they are not al- 
lowed to have matches. The child- 
ren have little or no sense of the 
danger, but the parents should have 
In addition to the risk of damage, 
every fire alarm costs a considerable 
sum of money, and the one last 
week must have run to over $50, 
with wages and and chemicals. 
Over 200 lbs of soda was used, and 
a proportionate amount of cther 
chemicals.
